Trenches- In the saridy beet fields 


which-flank the highways leading into 
Malines 'and thousands 'of rifle pits 
show how;stubbornly the Belgians re- 
sisted .the] Germans.

trenches are so long they resemble 
drainage ditches. They are from three 
to five feet deep and about.three foot 
wide. In1 many places they are cov- 
ered with planks and timbers, upon 
which * brush and earth were piled 
to afford- protection .against shells. 


The row's "of beautiful elms which 


lined,the highway were torn and shat- 
tered'by" the rain of bullets and shell. 
Where the trees'wero obstacles to ar- 
tillery fire they were cut down and 
used BS shelter by the soldiers. Hedges 
were mowed down by- the German 
guns wherever they afforded a screen 
for the Belgians. The small 
fields, 


none of which contains more than 10 
acres, where the crops were not bur- 
rowed out by tho entrenching army, 
yere so trampled over by tho rival 
orcea that littio remains of tho pota- 
oes, beets and cabbage which would 
havo. sustained Belgium this winter. 


Pastures suffered as badly as 
the 


cultivated lands, and 
the 
beautiful 


Holstein cows, which 
afforded Bel- 


gium's milk and cheese supply, have 
nearly aJl been driven away by tho 
German army.. A few horses unfit for 
work remain'In tho fields, and the 
faithful dogs, which are-harnessed be? 
neath the high two-wheeled carts of 
the peasants, are about the only do^ 
mestic anlmala left

It Is no uncommon sight-to'see a 


family of 
refugees on tho Malines 
road with their bedding! a few house- 
hold utensils and children too young 
to walk, loaded on one of these carts; 
pushed by a tired mother, assisted by 
the dog ^tugging patiently at the axle.

WEATHER BULLETINS 


Even tho dullest-wilted persona have 
een Impressed by 
the 
wonderful 


cather we have been havlnr In this 
art of the world this fall. It has pcr- 
stert In remaining line in splto of va- 
ous pessimistic predictions by the 
fflclal weather experts. 
Tho great 


ajorily of tlio succeeding days o£ tho 
st six weeks have been of the ex- 
ptlonal sort that In most seasons are 
scribed as "weather breeders," and 
t they havo bred very lltllo In the 
ay of adverse conditions. 
All of which must 
have 
Inspired 


nsldcrable reflection on the laws ofi 


cause nnd effect as they apply lo cli- 
matic phenomena. How far may this 
superb autumn weather be attributed 
to the war In Europe? Tho 
curious 


fact, whether of significance or not, is 
that heavy rains havo been prevalent 
in the battle zones since the early days 
or the war. Thus is revived the old 
controversy over 
the 
relation 
of 


weather and battles. 


The theory that the 
discharge of 


powder in vast quantities 
Is almost 


Invariably followed 
by 
storms 
and 


heavy downpours of rain Is an old one, 
although scientists 
have 
vigorously 


maintained that ii Is not worthy of 
scientific credence. 
And 
efforts 
to 


iroduce precipitation by the use of big 
ixploslves havo usually tailed, making 
t laughing stock of the woll-rneaning 
'rain makers." 


Nevertheless, there has been much 
jatlltn? In Europe during the past two' 
nonths, and there has been an excep- ' 
tonal amount of rain. Coincldentally, 
here has been almost no rain at all 


in this part of the world, and with the 
absence of precipitation we have had 
a balmy autumn that exceeds all the 
records. 
Are these facts related? At 


least, It would be Interesting lo have 
the controversy revived by those who 
are capable of discussing the question 
Intelligently. 


In any event, It cannot be denied 


that the war has had Its effect on the 
weather ,In this country. 
There has 


Been a commercial effect, If not a cli- 
matic, for tho weather bureau, like 
the stock exchange, has felt obltg-cd to 
curtail 
Its business. Announcement 


has been made of the suspension of 
weekly forecasts, and the limitation of 
prophecies to periods of 36 or 48 hours. 


And tho reason given for this Is the 


ack 
of 
meteorological 
data 
from 


abroad 
upon which the longer 
fore- 
casts are based. The war has par- 
alyzed foreign quotations 
on 
the 


weather as well as those on stocks 
and bonds. For some time to come, 


our weather, llko various cbmmonplac^ 
commodities, will have to be "made In 
America." 


But this should he a source of grati- 


fication rather than of additional'wor- 
ry. Owlnj to various circumstances 
Ilio war has greatly Increased the total 
amount 
of 
misinformation 
In 
the 


world, but here at least Is one partic- 
ular In which Ihe misinformation seems 
likely to he reduced. The less "Infor- 
mation" It has, and the more limited 
the period of R prophecies, the smaller 
will be the percentage 
of 
mistakes

or less Ftirred up over the practical working of tho juvenile law. 
And If the Molly Varnum Chapter. )). A. R. of Lowell, which has 
been looking Into the matter, decides 
to 
lake 
action 
looking 


towajds the reform of the law, tho Ifldlea will find a response. 
In every part of the Commonwealth. 


Probably most men who have thought on the subject will agree 


that boys of 16 and under should not bo herded with older crimi- 
nals; they will agree ai?o that boyish pranks 
should 
not bo 


treated In the fame fashion as tho crimes of older men. 
Hut 


they will also assert that boys who are old enough to know what 
they are doing should not bo dealt with In ways which lead them 
to despise the law and to feel It safo to affront tho community. 


The News then goes on to contrast the juvenile offences of the 


present with those of the past, reflecting particularly on the fact that 
the hoys of today aro a great deal more brazen in their offences than 
the boys of an older generation. 
This undesirable change, attributed in 


great part to tic ineffectiveness of the juvenile law,'is summed up 
as follows: 


As things aro boys can stand on street corners and 
UEQ vito 


and Impertinent language both among themselves and to passers- 
by; 
they can rob fruit trees under Ihe eyes of the owners; they 


can Indulge in many forms of malicious mischief; and then defy 
the people against whom they have done the wrong. They seem 
to feel that nobody can do anything to them, that tho utmost they 
have to fear Is perhaps a mtld scolding, or a fine laid on their 
parents. 


There was a tlmo when if a man caught a youth robbing him 


of hts fruit ho would and could thrash him. Now ho must keep 
his hands oft and resort to tho gentle processes of a law which 
may or may not work. 
The boy Is protected at tho expense of 


the rest of the community. Even his crime is called by the gentle 
name of delinquency rather than by the term which rightfully 
belongs to it. 


Neither the Lynn News nor The Sun would advocate :\ change in 


the law which would permit the owner of fruit trees or the householder 
to attend personally fo the punishment 
of a boy caught robbing his 


orchard or .damaging his properly, but it is not a good thing that boys 
ehould realize their practical immunity from punishment. 
The strongest 


argument for an amendment of the juvenile law is in the boast of tho 
boys, -when, referring to the police, they say: 
"They can't do anything 


to us." 
At the local meeting of Ihe energetic, branch of the D. A. H. 


many persons present, including (he superintendent of police, testified 
that juvenile wrongdoers frequently make such a b'oasl. . 


It must also ho remembered that no law, no matter how adequate 


or how far-reaching, and no amount of police activity will make up for 
parental 
supervision 
and attention. 
Remembering 
this, the 
closing 


paragraph of the News editorial has an obvious moral: 


There Is nothing In the world many such boys need so much 


as a good, sound whipping.' But the policeman who floes not 
handle'one of them with Ihe utmost tenderness Is likely to get 
into trouble. H Is a pretty state of things Vhcre the ciders have, 
in practice, whatever the theory may be, to surrender "to the 
younger. 
Says the Lowell Sun: "Boys have always hecn mischievous, 


but one llmo they feared God, their parents, and tho cor..j If. our 
Juvenile law keeps np. the parents, tho cop, and the entire public 
will have reason to fear the boy.'' Tho Sun Isn't alone In 'thinking 


Any law which does not work well needs changing.

It IE popularly supposed that the 


ravages of war are the most" fatal of 
the mishaps that can happen to the 
human race, but. cold figures show 
that the deaths resulting from the war 
are Insignificant whent,compared wtth 
the results of earthquakes and ttdal 
waves, and that these, as terrible as 
they may appear, so to 
speak, causo

similar goods of domestic manufac- 
ture, even though our own goods are 
of greater intrinsic worth. 


In past years our tariff laws have 


been such that ft was Impossible to

grade fabric*, and as a result the im 
ported fabrics shown were of distinct 
ly high type. 
For this reason 
the 


majority of the consuming- public has 
become Imbued with the 
Idea tha 


nothing but high grade fabrics were 
manufactured by foreign mills, 


This is a very much mistaken Idea 


the foreign manufacturer being par- 
ticularly efficient In the production of 
woolens 
containing a 
minimum of 


woo!. A proof of tills contention may 
be found In the fact that England and 
the continent are the beat markets in 
the world for rags and by-products 
suitable for manufacturing Into wool- 
en goods- At the present time, when 
importations of woolens are very much 
lessened because 
of war 
conditions 


abroad, It would seem that a concert- 
ed effort t,o do away with this false 
Impression as to relative values might 
be productive of excellent results. 


It must be evident to every one who 


examines the offering's of our tailor- 
ing 
establishments and 
department 


stores that vast quantities of mer- 
chandise represented as the products 
of i foreign looms are really of domes- 
tic origin, or that the figures furnished 
by the government as to the value of 
Imports are of but mtlo worth. Sta- 
tistics show that really imported fab- 
rics are marketed In rather limited 
quantities to a restricted trade, while 
If we are to believe the statements 
of the retailer, a considerable part of 
his stock consists of goods manufac- 
tured abroad. 
The most recent sta- 


tistics available show that the entire 
quantity of woolen and worsted fab- 
rics imported are somewhat less than 
2 per cent of the total auantily man- 
ufactured In this country. 
If this Is 


true, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the government figures rel- 
ative to these matters are accurate, 
there must be an enormous yardage 
of domestic-made goods marketed as 
Imported. 


Probably the majority of those con- 


versant with the merchandising ofnne 
woolens and worsteds arc familiar with
